February 5th, 1890. 

Tue Annual Meeting of the Department of Massachusetts, G. A. R. 
convened as above, in accordance with General Orders No. 11 from Depart- 
ment Headquarters, and was called to order at 11 a. m. by Department 
Commander George L. Goodale. 

Officer of the Day reported that all present were members of the Order. 

Prayer was offered by Comrade Alexander Blackburn, Department 
Chaplain, after which the Department Commander declared the Encampment 
opened in due form. 


Past Department Commanders were invited to take seats upon the 
platform. 

The Commander then appointed the following Committee on Credentials, 
viz.: A. C. Monroe, Assistant Adjutant-General; William W. Sampson, 
Chief Mustering Officer; Albert C. Andrews and William Provin, Council 
of Administration and Comrade Geo. L. Eldredge, Post 121. 

The Officer of the Day announced that Commander-in-Chief Russell 
A. Alger, accompanied by his staff, was in waiting at the out-post. 

Commander Goodale detailed Past Department Commanders George 


S. Evans and Myron P. Walker to escort the Commander-in-Chief to the 
platform.

Commander Geo. L. Goodale, in a few well-chosen remarks, heartily 
welcomed the Commander-in-Chief, and introduced him to the Encampment 
which received him with tumultuous applause. 


The Commander-in-Chief then briefly addressed the Encampment, and_ 
said in substance as follows : — 


That everybody likes to come to Boston, and every old soldier feels at 
home in loyal Massachusetts, and I assure you that I am very happy indeed 
to be here at the opening of your Encampment, wise and patriotic, for nothing 
else ever comes from Massachusetts, to talk a little business —not to make a 
speech. ‘To talk about pensions; as you are aware the National Encampment 
passed resolutions to urge upon Congress two bills, reaffirming the action of 
the year previous — first the Dependent and second the Service Pension Bills. 

I met the National Pension Committee in Washington to look over such 
probabilities and possibilities as would carry out the wishes of the Grand 
Army of the Republic as given at the National Encampment; the Committee 
is in hearty accord with its instructions but cannot accomplish impossi- 
bilities, and it seems impossible at present to pass the Service Bill, and they 
recommended a very good Dependent Pension Bill, which received the 
unanimous consent of the Senate Committee and they would pass it immedi- 
ately. We told them to give us this Bill and we would see them about the 
other (Service Pension) afterwards. What was needed was relief quickly, 
and not to wait until comrades are beyond the need of earthly aid. The 
Senate Committee said that the estimates were so large for service pensions 
that they thought their constituents would not back them up, and therefore 
your Committee thought it wise to have the Dependent Bill passed immedi- 
ately. 

The Dependent Bill provides that all soldiers disabled wholly, or in part, 
shall receive $12 per month. It also provides amply for the widows and 
orphans of soldiers. The Committee has done the best it could and hoped 
its action would be approved. Corporal Tanner had recently told him that 
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there were about 400,000 unadjudicated claims, and it was about time that 
the ice was broken and action taken in what had been the life work and 
_ heart work of every Grand Army man. 

The Committee had found another obstacle in pension legislation ; when 
a bill is favorably presented to Congress some member may denounce it, 
and say that is not what we want, we want more; and some such objection as 
that often defeats legislation, and we propose to get the Dependent Bill 
through as speedily as possible. — | 

The Departments of this great country are looking forward to the 
National Encampment to be held in Boston, and I want to give you notice 
that they are coming as an avalanche, being promised cordial receptions 
and wishing to visit all the historic places. A great many went from New 
England and still have friends here. The whole West and Northwest are 
looking anxiously for the day to come when they can take up their march to 
Boston. The only thing that troubles me is that there will be so many of 
us — 100,000 at Chicago — you will have to provide quarters for half a mil- 
lion, as from 50,000 to 75,000 with their friends take up much room, and that 
you will have too many to look after. State lines are only for organization ; 
in our hearts we are all comrades. The remarks were greeted throughout 
with very enthusiastic applause. 


On motion of Past Department Commander R. F. Tobin, it was voted, 
That the reading of the records of the last Encampment be dispensed with.

WueErEAS, Certain Delegates to the said Convention, from, and repre- 
senting Posts composed of colored Comrades, were denied admittance as 
Delegates to the said Convention and 


Wuereas, This unwarranted proceeding is contrary to the Rules and 
Regulations governing the G. A. R.; therefore be it 
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Resolved, That this Convention of the Department of Massachusetts 
G. A. R., and representing twenty-two thousand (22,000) Comrades, respect-) 
fully ask, that the National Council of Administration cause an investigation 
to be made of the above mentioned proceeding, and a copy of this resolution 
be forwarded the said Council of Administration, and they be requested to 
report the result of any investigation which may be had, to the next 
meeting of the National Encampment of the G. A. R., to be held in Boston, 
August 12th, 1890; and also as to the condition of the G. A. R. in Louisi- 
ana, especially in regard to the thirty thousand ex-soldiers and sailors who 
have been denied charters and report the same to the said Encampment.

Resolved, That in the name of the Department of Massachusetts, Grand 
Army of the Republic and in the name of our brave Comrades who died 
that the nation might live, who sacrificed their lives on many a battle- 
field and died from starvation and exposure in the prison pens of the South, 
we approve with pride and heartfelt satisfaction the patriotic stand taken 
by our worthy Comrade and Secretary of War, Proctor, in refusing to 
officially recognize the death of that arch-traitor, Jefferson Davis. 

Resolved, That a copy of this resolution be officially forwarded to Com- 
rade Proctor by the Assistant Adjutant-General. 


On motion of Comrade E. B Macy it was voted that the resolution be 
adopted. 


Comrade A. A. Putnam, Post 25, offered the following resolution which 
was referred to the Committee on Resolutions :— 


Resolved, That the delegates and representatives from this Department 
to the next National Encampment be, and they are hereby, instructed to 
vote for.a Service Pension with a per diem compensation as passed at the 
Columbus Encampment. 
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Comrade John Best, Post 75, presented on behalf of said Post the 
following, which was referred to the Committee on Resolutions : — 


Wuereas, The Legislature of 1889 in repealing Chapter 438 of the 
Acts of the year 1888, for the purpose of removing as far as possible from 
the soldiers all semblance of pauperism, and in substituting Chapter 298 of 
the Acts of the year 1889, have made a great discrimination between those 
who served to the credit of this Commonwealth, and their comrades having . 
served to the credit of other States but who are now residents of this Com- 
monwealth, in this, that those who served to the credit of this Commonwealth, 
and are in needy circumstances receive a monthly allowance, under Chapter 
279 of the Acts of the year 1889, while those who served to the credit of 
other States, but are now citizens of this Commonwealth, are granted aid in 
the same manner as that granted to the pauper, except that it is granted by 
the Mayor and Aldermen of cities or Selectmen of towns instead of the 
Overseers of the poor; and 


WueErEAS, By such action no provision has been made for the depend- 
ent family of the soldier, or in case of his decease for the dependent family 
or his widow, therefore 


Resolved, That we, the representatives of the Department of Massachu- 
setts, Grand Army of the Republic, in Convention assembled, request that 
the Legislature of this Commonwealth, now in session, will enact a law so 
that the Veterans embraced in Chapter 279 and 298 of the Acts of the year 
1889, together with their dependent families shall be aided by the city or 
town in which they reside, and that all aid so rendered shall be reimbursed 
back to the’cities and towns by the Treasurer of the Commonwealth. 


Resolved, That a committee of five (5) be appointed by this Encamp- 
ment to present these Resolutions to the Legislature, and also to appear 
before the Military Committee of the Legislature and urge the enactment of 
a just and equitable law, for the aid of all needy Veterans, Citizens of this 
Commonwealth, and their dependent families. 


On motion of Comrade J. K. Churchill, Post 10, it was voted that the 
further roll-call of Posts be dispensed with and that all Comrades who have 
resolutions to present shall hand them to the Assistant Adjutant-General, 
and they shall be presented in their numerical order.

On motion of Comrade H. G. O. Weymouth, Post 42, it was voted 
that the Committee on Resolutions report at once, or upon each resolution 
as they have them ready. 

On motion of A. B. Pierce, Post 63, it was voted that in debate all 
Comrades be limited to five minutes, and no Comrade to speak more than 
twice upon any question. 

The report of Comrade J. Edwin Hunt, Post 26, Treasurer of the 
Veterans’ Rights Union and Employment Bureau was read by the Assist- 
ant Adjutant-General, which was ordered printed, and annexed to these 
proceedings. 

The Assistant Adjutant-General reported for the Committee on Cre- 
dentials as follows: —

Comrade Geo. A. Sawin, Chairman of the Committee on Resolutions, 
reported on the resolutions offered by Comrade H. G. O. Weymouth to 
eliminate Par. 3, Sect. 1, Art II, Chap. IV, of the Rules and Regulations, 


etc., as follows : — 


“In view of the fact that the Department of Massachusetts will be the 
host of the National Encampment, at its session in August next, and in 
the interest of harmony at said session, your éommittee deem it inexpedient 
to take any action at this time, and that this resolution be referred to the 
next Department Convention.” 


Comrade M. G. B. Swift, Post 46, moved that the Report of the 
Committee be accepted, and the recommendation be adopted. 
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Comrade H. G. O. Weymouth, Post 42, moved as a substitute that 
the resolution be adopted. 

This gave rise to considerable debate, Comrades H. G. O. Weymouth 
and P. W. Doherty, Post 7, in favor of the substitute motion, in the midst 
of which Comrade John Scates, Post 127, moved the previous question, 
but the motion was lost, a large majority voting against it. 

The debate was then continued at considerable length, by Comrades 
James Bracken, Post 61, Thomas Langlan, Post 191, and Past Department 
Commander Cushman against, and by Comrades Darius Hadley, Post 156; 
A. A. Putnam, Post 25; S. A. Gardner, Post 22, in favor thereof. Com- 
rade E. B. Macy, Post 19, was proceeding to debate the question, when 
Comrade John Kelley, Post 139, raised the point of order that, Comrade 
Macy having given away his five minutes to another comrade, he was 
debarred from speaking. 

Overruled by the Department Commander, on the ground that Com- 
rade Macy was entitled to speak twice. 

Comrades Macy and E. B. Meehan, Post 7, in favor, and Comrade 
James Bracken against the motion. 


Comrade W. H. Poole, Post 11, moved the previous question, which 
was ordered, and the motion of Comrade H. G.O. Weymouth was substi- 
tuted for the report of the Committee ; and it was voted that the resolution 
_be adopted. 

The vote having been doubted, the Commander ordered a rising vote, 
and the majority voting in favor of the resolution was so large that he 
deemed it inexpedient to have it counted. 

The Committee on Resolutions, through its Chairman, Ceo. A. Sawin, 
on the resolution offered by Comrade [Isaac 8. Mullen, in behalf of Post 134, 
in relation to the refusal to admit colored delegates to the Department 
Encampment recently held in Georgia, and as to the condition of colored 
veterans in Louisiana, made the following report : — 


“ Your Committee recommend that this resolution be referred to the 
incoming Council of Administration of this Department, with instructions 
that they comply with the requests herein contained.” 

On motion of Past Department Commander J. G. B. Adams, it was 
voted that the report be accepted, and the recommendation adopted. 

On motion of Comrade C. B. Fox, Post 68, it was voted that the report 
of the Committee on Commander’s and Officers’ Reports be considered item 
by item. 

Comrade J. Payson Bradley, Chairman of the Committee on Comman- 
der’s Address and Reports of Officers, reported on the various recommen- 
dations in the Commander’s Address and Officers’ Reports, as follows : — 
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First. That the sum of five hundred dollars ($500) be appropriated 
for the travelling and hotel expenses of the Department Commander or his 
representative and also of other officers when on official duty. Adopted. 


Second. That the sum of six hundred dollars ($600) be appropriated 
for clerk hire at Department Headquarters. Adopted. 


Third. That the expenses of Department Commander and Assistant 
Adjutant-General to National Encampment be paid by the Department. 
Adopted. 

Fourth. The Committee reported in relation to the proposed increase 
of the per capita tax, that it ought to pass, provided, however, that the En- 
campment voted to continue the Veterans’ Rights Union and Employment 
Bureau. 

On motion of Comrade C. B. Fox, Post 68, it was voted the said report 
be laid upon the table until after the report was received on the same sub- 
ject from the Committee on Resolutions. 


Fifth. 'That the action of the last National Encampment be endorsed 
as set forth in the following resolution, which was adopted : — 


Resolved, That the action of the Twenty-Second Annual Encampment 
upon the matter of pensions is hereby re-affirmed and re-adopted, and that 
the Pension Committee of the Grand Army of the Republic be instructed to 
pursue all honorable means to secure legislation, in accordance with the 
action of the said Twenty-Second Annual Encampment. Adopted. 


Sixth. 'That the following resolution adopted by the National Encamp- 
ment at Milwaukee :— 

Resolved, By the Twenty-Third National Encampment of the Grand 
Army of the Republic, that the order of Sons of Veterans, U. 8. A., be, and 
it is hereby recognized as the Order of Sons of Veterans, and we bid them 
“ God-speed ” in their noble and patriotic work; and we recommend to all. 
sons of ex-Union soldiers and sailors over the age of eighteen years, that 
they unite with that Order, so as to be prepared to take up and carry on the 
work of Fraternity, Charity and Loyalty, and the maintenance of the Fed- 
eral Union, saved and preserved by their fathers, receive our hearty endorse- 
ment. Adopted. | 


Seventh. We recommend that Posts donate a flag to some school in 
their locality, to be raised every day during the school year, be adopted. 


Comrade E. B. Macy, Post 19, moved the report be accepted and the 
recommendation adopted.

Comrades : — For the Naval Veterans, American Seamen, and the honor 
of the Grand Army of the Republic, in Fraternity, Charity and Loyalty, we 
ask you to read, post conspicuously, the petition endorsed by us of Comrade 
Wm. F. Lawler, and write to your members of both Houses to sustain 
Frank Lawler, Congressman from Chicago (who presented the petition and

a bill for our relief in the last, and re-presented them to the present Con- 
gress), in his energetic efforts to right a great wrong of the comrades who 
kept the flag unfurled over the seas. 


TO THE HONORABLE CONGRESS OF THE UNITED 
STATES: 


We, the disfranchised Naval Veterans of the war, earnestly petition 
for the passage of a bill to equalize the rights of soldiers and sailors, and 
to amend Section 2166, Rev. Statutes of the United States, so as to read 
“ Army and Navy.” 

This act directs the courts to accept honorable discharges from the 
armies of the United States as evidence’ entitling to citizenship. The 
omission of the word “ Navy” has been held as a pretext by Judges 
Lippincott, Beach and Paxton of the Hudson County, New Jersey, Court, 
and others, for refusing to xeceive naval discharges as evidence of United 
States service. 

On the great waters flowing into the port of New York come many 
sailor men who live in New Jersey. A great light rises on the depths 
from the raying fires of the massive torch upheld by the colossal statue of 
“ Liberty Enlightening the World.” But the back of the colossus is turned 
towards the Hudson County Court House — the torch works back-handedly, 
giving only an off glare. 
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The claim of this tribunal that Congress had made no provision for 
the rights of the sea army of the Union, although the concluding clause of 
the above-quoted statute directs the courts to accept honorable discharges 
from the United States service as evidence entitling to citizenship, and the 
scene graphically described in the New York Herald of the naturalizing of 
Italians, who could not speak English, through interpreters, renders the 
decision of such courts insupportable. 

England denied the rights of citizenship to American sailors, and 
Congress settled its record forever: by declaring war in 1812. The intre- 
pidity of our tars secured the unconditional] surrender of all such opinions. 
Herein lies the most emphatic denial that the neglect of Congress has 
made possible the confiscation of our Naval Veterans’ rights. Congress 
used the strongest argument ever devised — war — for their defense. 

During the late war, the sailor’s oath of allegiance was the only 
means by which his services could be secured in time of need. Inter- 
nationally, United States control over foreign subjects was impossible. 
The performance of the naval trust is the joy of history. They blossomed 
with their blood the freedom of the soil. Help the seamen! ‘The confisca- 
tion of their citizenship levels them with felons. The country stands 
challenged for the defense of its defenders. If the naval service can 
never acquire citizenship, are not our dead heroes foreign to the land ? 
Can the right to the ensign over their graves be doubted ? 


The honor of our fathers has been upheld by us. We fought the 
greatest of fights, and we have won. Many of us are dead, and we are 
growing old. _We may never fight again. Attention to the honor of our 
dead educates our children to take our places, as we fall out, and secures 
the defense of the Nation for all time. The scars and blood of our land and 
sea armies are the colors in our flag, the Stars and Stripes. We have been 
given the stripes first. We have them so now. We are in distress. 

During the action at Mobile Bay the monitor Tecumseh of Farragut’s 
fleet went down with one hundred and fifty-eight men. Duty as American 
seamen took precedence of their lives. For over a quarter of a century 
these and other courts have not recognized naval as United States service. 
Is not this long enough — this precedence ? 

That the confiscation of the rights of our Naval Veterans can ever be 
popular is denied by the marching hosts of glittering, helmeted, plumed 
men, the Grand Army of the Republic, and the assemblage of the widowed 
and orphaned of the late war, as they herald Memorial Day. With reversed 
arms, to the vibration, in its grand solemnity, of the subdued funereal 
music, myriad footsteps rhythm, awakening the echoes of the graveyards to 
the warmth of living sympathy. .... In the silence, under the seas, the 
living flowers of the ocean enwreath the uncoffin’d sailor at his oun.

On motion of Comrade C. B. Fox, Post 68, it was voted that the re- 
ports of the Committee on the Resolution offered by Comrade W. F. Lane, 
Post 7, and so much of the Commander’s Address as relates to the 
Veterans’ Rights Union and Employment Bureau be taken from the table. 


The substitution of the minority report of the Committee was debated 
at considerable length, Comrades Lane, Post 7, Past Department Com- 
mander Cushman and E. B. Macy, Post 19, in favor thereof, and Past De- 
ment Commander Hersey against, who having spoken his alloted five min- 
utes, Comrade A. B. Pierce, Post 63, relinquished his five minutes to him, 
but not having finished his remarks at the expiration thereof, Comrade R. 
B. Wight, Post 63, offered his time to Comrade Hersey. A discussion then 
_followed as to whether or not the transfer of time could be made. 

Comrade C. B. Fox, Post 68, raised a point -of order that a comrade 
could relinquish his time to another comrade. Overruled by the Commander. 

The decision of the Commander was appealed from to the Encamp- 
ment, which voted to sustain the Commander.’ 

The Commander then stated that he desired to have the matter of time 
settled as to a comrade speaking on his own and anybody else’s time. It was 
voted by a large majority that no comrade should be allowed to speak but 
twice on any question, nor more than five minutes each time, and after speak- 
ing once anda comrade relinquishing his time to the speaker, should be 
counted as having spoken twice. 

A very animated discussion then ensued, Comrades Doherty, Post 7, 
Lauglan, Post 191; Loring, Post 19; Fox, Post 68; Macy, Post 19, and Past 
Department Commander Tobin in favor, and Comrade Cutting, Post 197, 
against. At this point the previous question was called for but it was 
voted that it be not ordered, and the discussion was resumed, the follow-

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ADDRESS OF 


DEPARTMENT COMMANDER GEORGE L. GOODALE. 


ComrRADES : — We assemble today in the Twenty-Third Annual En- 
campment of the Massachusetts Department, Grand Army of the Republic. 

We meet as comrades having a common interest in the affairs of our 
Department, to review the work of the year now drawing to a close, to con- 
sider whatever may be presented to us for our attention, and to adopt such 
measures as we may deem wisest and best for the interests of our Order. 

At the close of this Encampment I return to you the charge, one 
year since entrusted to my care. During the year it has been my honored 
privilege to be your Commander, it has been my aim and earnest wish to 
so perform each and every duty coming to me, that no interest of our 
Department should suffer, but that every attention possible should be given 
its affairs, to the end that some progress might be made and a more advanced 
position taken, if possible, than we have before occupied in the ranks of the 
Grand Army of the Republic. Realizing fully the responsibilities of the 
position I assumed, with a heart filled with gratitude to my comrades for 
the honor they conferred upon me, 





an honor greater than which none 
can ever come to me in any walk in life, —with a determination that to the 
best of my ability I would devote myself to the interests of our Order, I 
took the oath of office. As I stand here to-day, at almost the closing hour 
of my official year, I wish to say to my comrades that my most sincere 
thanks are yours, for the trust and confidence you manifested in electing 
me to the proud position of Commander of this Department. My year’s 
work will soon be done, and if at its close I may receive the simple verdict 
“ He has done his duty,” I shall be content. 
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MEMBERSHIP. 


You will learn from the report of our highly esteemed and ever 
faithful Assistant Adjutant-General Monroe that our member-

Our continued gain in membership must be gratifying to all comrades. 
I trust that the coming year may be marked with still larger accessions 
and that we shall have the pleasure of welcoming to our ranks thousands 
of the men who served with us from ’61 to ’65, but who, up to the present 
time, have not had the disposition to become of our number. Let me 
here urge upon each comrade the necessity of zealous work, to the end that 
no worthy old soldier shall remain outside our organization. 


The number of suspended members is 659, an excess of 30 over the 
previous year. In my opinion this state of affairs should not exist. The 
closest attention should be given this matter by Post Commanders and 
Quartermasters. If a comrade is a worthy one and is simply unfortunate 
and unable to pay his dues, then by all means assist him; take his name 
from the list of suspended members and place him in good standing. If he 
can meet his payments and will not, then there is but one course to pursue, 
and that is shown in our Rules and Regulations. 


One hundred and nineteen Posts have gained in membership; fifty 
seven have less, and twenty-two, the same number as one year ago. For the 
third successive year Post No. 46, of Fall River, has the largest gain by 
muster-in of new recruits; truly a grand record. Post 151, of West New- 
bury, has made the largest per cent. in gain, having doubled their member- 
ship during the year. 
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Officers and comrades of these Posts are entitled to our highest com- 


mendation for earnest work. 
FINANCES. 


For items of receipts, expenditures and the present state of the finan- 
ces of the Department, you are referred to the detailed report of the 
Assistant Quartermaster-General, C. N. Wallace, to whom I am _ under 
special obligations for the care and zeal with which he has devoted himself 
to his official duties. 

I recommend that the usual appropriation of $300 be made for the 
travelling and hotel expenses of the Department Commander, or his repre- 
sentative, when on official business and not otherwise provided for. 

Although the last Encampment decided adversely regarding the propo- 
sition of my immediate predecessor that, when Posts invite other Depart- 
ment officers to accompany the Commander in visiting them, they should 
pay travelling and hotel expenses, I feel that I must call the matter to your 
attention at this time. The demand upon the time of the Department 
officers constantly increases, the past year it has been greater than ever 
before. Very few invitations are received to attend camp-fires, opening of 
fairs, or any gathering, that do not include the official staff and other De- 
partment officers. Disappointment is often expressed if invitations are not 
accepted by other officials as well as by the Commander. I submit that it 
is but just and right, if a Post desire the attendance of the Department 
officers, it should be willing to provide transportation for them. If a com- 
rade give his time and energies to the fulfilment of his official duties, or in 
answering the calls from Posts, it seems to me that he should not be called 
upon to pay his travelling expenses. 

I therefore submit to you these propositions, “that a rule be adopted 
requiring the Post extending an invitation to pay all expenses, or that the 
appropriation of $300 for the expenses of the Commander be increased to 
$500, and made to cover travelling expenses of other officers when on official 
duty.” 

I recommend that $600 be appropriated for clerk hire at Department 
Headquarters, also that the expenses of Department Commander and 
Assistant Adjutant-General to National Encampment be paid by the 
Department. 

NATIONAL ENCAMPMENT. 

The National Encampment held at Milwaukee, Wis., Aug. 28, 29 and 
30, 1889, was attended by the Department Commander, Senior Vice Depart- 
ment Commander Innis and Assistant Adjutant-General Monroe, twenty of 
the twenty-two elected delegates, Past National Commander-in-Chief Merrill, 
Past Department Commanders Creasey and Evans, and by Comrades E. W. 
Hall and A. C. Andrews of the Council of Administration. 
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The resolution submitted by this Department relating to change in 
ritual was referred to the committee on Rules and Regulations, who re- 
ported adversely to any change in the ritual, and their recommendation 
was adopted by the Encampment. 

The resolution relating to change in Par. 3, Sect. 1, Art. II. of Chap. 4, 
Rules and Regulations relative to Past Department Commanders in Na- 
tional Encampment, was also referred to same committee. They presented 
a divided report, the majority reporting adversely upon the resolution, the 
minority — Comrades Putnam of this Department and Redmon of Lowa — 
affirmatively. The report of the majority was adopted by a vote of 187 
ayes to 38 noes. The significance of this vote must be apparent to every 
comrade. 

The Committee on Resolutions reported favorably ‘on the following 
resolution, introduced by Past Department Commander Creasey, and it was 
adopted. 

Resolved, That the Assistant Adjutants-General of the various Departments be 
required to include in the quarterly report next succeeding Memorial Day the number 


of graves of Union soldiers decorated in their Departments, and that such reports be 
included in the annual report of the Adjutant-General. 


Comrade Theodore Leutz has justly and honorably earned the title and 
rank of Color-Bearer of the Massachusetts Department at National Encamp- 
ments. In sunshine or in storm he has loyally carried our flag at the head 
of our delegation. To him and to Comrade H. W. Downs of Post 62, New- 
ton, who most efficiently performed the duty of Adjutant at a moment’s 
notice on the day of the grand parade, when Assistant Adjutant-General 
Monroe was incapacitated from service by sickness, grateful thanks are 
hereby tendered. 


VETERANS’ RIGHTS UNION AND EMPLOYMENT BUREAU. 


I call your attention to the report of the Superintendent, Comrade 
Chas. E. Hapgood, and of the Treasurer, Comrade J. Edwin Hunt, which 
are placed before you. JI ask your careful attention to these reports, that 
when you may be called upon to consider matters pertaining to the Bureau, 
you shall clearly understand the work it is doing, and be able to legislate 
wisely upon any question presented to you. J submit for your consideration 
the following which seems to me is a fair statement of Pag position of the 
affairs from a purely business point of view. 

The annual expenses of the Bureau for salaries, rent and incidental 
outlay is, in round figures, $3,000. If the action of the State Legislature 
of last year be followed at the present session, no pecuniary aid can be 
received from the State. Where then must the Bureau look for sustaining 
power ? It is the creation of this Department, and until we take such action 
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as shall relieve us from all responsibilities, financial and otherwise, we are 
morally and, in my opinion, legally bound to protect its interests. That the 
Bureau is doing a good work must be admitted. The question simply is, 
Can we afford to sustain it ? 


During the past year we have paid to the Treasurer of the Bureau 
$1,646.20, being the amount due, as shown by report of Past Depart- 
ment Commander Walker, from collection of per capita tax in 1888, and 
from the per capita tax of the past year, $1,707.06 a total of $3353.26. 


As a Department, undoubtedly we are now at the zenith of our power; 
very slight will be our gain numerically in the future. At the present time 
we have but a small amount of money in our treasury. It would seem as if 
we should now, in the days of our strength and prosperity, prepare for the 
future when our numbers will lessen rapidly and our resources be greatly 
reduced. 


We should so conduct our financial affairs that our funds may, I feel 
that I should say emphatically, shall increase so that when, no longer our 
income shall equal our expenses, we may have a fund sufficiently large to help 
pay the cost of maintaining headquarters and other expenses of the 
Department. 


The whole matter is in your hands. If you decide that the Bureau is 
to be sustained, then I recommend that you increase the per capita tax so 
that a revenue shall be created sufficient to pay the necessary expenses, in 
round figures $3,000 per year, without reducing at all the accumulation of 
funds in the Department Treasury, which we shall need in future years. In 
other words, you should increase the per capita tax eight cents annually. 
This increase, with the amount now collected for the use of the Bureau, 
would produce the necessary amount, leaving twenty-four cents of the per 
capita tax in the treasury of the Department. 


If you decide that the Bureau is not to be sustained, then it will be 
necessary for you to take such action as shall relieve the Department of All 
responsibility whatsoever. 


LEGISLATION. 


The various Acts and Resolves of interest to us as an order, passed at 
the last session of the legislature, were given to you in General Orders No. 
6, issued July 16, 1889, for your information, and need not be detailed here. 

In accordance with the instructions of the last Department Encamp- 
ment, the Department Commander appeared before the military committee 
of the legislature and advocated the continuance of the appropriation of 
$3,000 for the benefit of the Veterans’ Rights Bureau. Other comrades also 
appeared, as well as the officers of the Bureau. All our efforts, however, 
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were unavailing. The appropriation asked for was not granted. The 
support of the Bureau has come mainly from the funds of the Department, 
reference to which is made in its proper place. 

The resolution of Comrade E. F. Rollins of Post 15, in relation to the 
publication of the official Record of the War of the Rebellion, referred to the 
Council of Administration by the last Encampment, was forwarded to 
Hon. Henry Cabot Lodge, by whom it was placed before the proper 
authorities at Washington. The following letter explains the present 
situation of affairs : 

Wark DEPARTMENT, 
WASHINGTON, D.C., Jan. 21, 1890. 


Sir: —In reply to your letter of the 15th instant, inclosing a copy of a 
resolution adopted at the last Encampment of the Department of Massachu- 
setts, Grand Army of the Republic, calling upon the Government to publish 
the Official Records of the War of the Rebellion as fast as possible, I have 
the honor to state that the Sundry Civil Act, approved March 2, 1889, (25 
Stat., 971) requires that “the whole work of preparation and publication — 
shall be completed within five years” from the date of said act, and appro- 
priated $100,000 for continuing the publication during the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1890. 

The continued prosecution of the work this year is waiting for, an 
additional appropriation for which an estimate of $50,000 has been sub- 
mitted to Congress. If this appropriation is made eighteen volumes will be 
published this year, and if the necessary appropriations are made the same_ 
number of volumes will be issued each year until the work is completed.

We have expended for relief $45,254.40, a decrease of $3,056.23 from 

amount paid in 1888. For full details of expenditure I refer you to the 


admirable and complete report of our most efficient Department Inspector, 
Comrade John H. Cook. 


OF THE DEPARTMENT OF MASSACHUSETTS, G. A. R. 41 


In his report to the National Encampment at Milwaukee Past Inspector- 
General, Geo. 8. Evans, designates Massachusetts as the “ Banner Depart- 
ment in relief work.” 


The fact that the amount expended in relief is less than the previous 
year is undoubtedly owing to the very mild weather which has prevailed 
during the winter months. Had we been obliged to endure the temperature 
of an ordinary winter, it is very probable that our reports would have 
shown an increase in expenditure, instead of a decrease. As time passes 
away the demand upon us for aid will be much greater. I do not see how it 
can be otherwise. Let us be wise, and now in these days of strength and 
vigor prepare for the coming time, when we may not be able to secure by our 
own exertions the necessary means to assist those of our number who will 
require our aid. 


There are strong indications that, through the Pension Laws of our 
country, much will be done to assist those who have been dependent upon 
us. The passage of a bill affording them aid would relieve us greatly. I 
believe it to be the duty of each Post to husband its resources, and accumu- 
late a reserve fund, so that in time to come it will be able to respond to 
the call for relief should other sources fail. 


PENSIONS. 


The question of Pensions appears to have been so well settled in this 
Department that it need not occupy much of our time during the present 
Encampment. The “Eight Dollar Per Month Service Pension Bill,” 
so-called, was incorporated in the bill adopted by the National Encamp- 
ment at Columbus, and was re-adopted at Milwaukee. The Committee 
on Resolutions submitted the following as a substitute for all resolutions 
offered concerning pension legislation, which was adopted : 


Resolved, That the action of the Twenty-Second Annual Encampment upon the 
matter of pensions is hereby re-affirmed and re-adopted, and that the Pension Commit- 
tee of the Grand Army of the Republic be instructed to pursue all honorable 
means to secure legislation, in accordance with the action of the said Twenty-Second 
Annual Encampment. . 


I believe that we should again re-affirm our devotion to the principles 
of the Service Pension Bill, and earnestly endorse the action of the National 
Encampment. | 


SOLDIERS’ HOME. 


The seventh annual report of the trustees of the Soldiers’ Home has 
been handed to you. By its perusal you will learn that the work of caring 
for the sick, wounded and needy comrades, who seek the sheltering fold of 
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the Soldiers’ Home, is as faithfully and efficiently performed as it always 
has been in previous years. That we have such an institution so admirably 
conducted should fill our hearts with gratification and pride. 


The need of increased accommodations for inmates, so sorely felt in 
times past, will soon cease to exist. Our grand old State, now, as she has 
ever been in the past, ready to listen and respond to every call for aid from 
her soldiers and their dependents, again responded favorably when asked 
for assistance. 


An appropriation of $50,000 was unanimously granted by both 
branches of the legislature. The addition to the Home is rapidly nearing 
completion. Iam informed that, when completed, the greater part will be 
quickly furnished through the liberality of different corps of the Woman’s 
Relief Corps, the Ladies’ Aid Association, and comrades who will each 
furnish a room. 


From the time of its dedication, July 25, 1882, up to Jan. 1, 1890, 
nearly 1200 old soldiers have found a refuge, a haven of rest and comfort, 
at our Soldiers’ Home. Let us, comrades, do all in our power to sustain 
and prosper this institution. 


The resolution introduced by Comrade Chas. B. Fox, of Post 68, at the 
last Encampment, instructing the Council of Administration to request 
favorable action upon the part of Congress to secure the appropriation’ of 
$100 per man for the Home, has been placed in charge of Hon. Henry 
Cabot Lodge, who will give proper attention to the matter, and who will see 
that a bill such as is desired will be introduced in Congress during its” 
present session. 


MEMORIAL DAY. 


Memorial Day was observed in this Department with solemn and ap- 
propriate services. 

Three hundred and thirty-six comrades have during the year been 
summoned to the ranks of that ever increasing army bivouacked on the 
fields of eternity, an increase of twenty-three over the previous year. 


As year by year our numbers lessen and the resting-places of our departed 
comrades increase, let affectionate and tender memories cause us to ever 
observe Memorial Day with fitting ceremonies, and with a loving devotion 
and sweetest offering decorate the graves where sleep our heroic dead. 


** And while the fires of sorrow burn in many a tearless eye, 
And hearts less used to grief bow down in speechless agony, 
Oh, will not then this earnest prayer arise to every tongue, 

‘God give to us such men as these, whatever trials come !’”’ 
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WOMAN’S RELIEF CORPS. 


As in all the years of the past, since the organization of the Woman’s 
Relief Corps, so in the year now closing, this noble band of loyal patriotic 
women have zealously, cheerfully, devotedly performed their mission as an 
auxiliary to our Order. May not we, the boys of the Old Bay State, have a 
just and proper feeling of pride in the remarkable growth and prosperity of 
the Woman’s Relief Corps? It was here, in this Department, that the 
organization had its birth; here it was first fostered and acknowledged as 
an auxiliary to the Grand Army of the Republic. And when, in the progress 
of events, a National Woman’s Relief Corps was formed, the ritual of our 
Corps was adopted, and Massachusetts ladies were elected as the pioneer 
leaders in a work which is now country wide. While other Departments 
have been formed, the loyal women of our State have so sustained our 
Corps that it remains among the leading Departments of their order. 


Having ever been a friend of the organization, I have made, during my 
official year, careful observations, wherever duty has called me throughout 
the Department, and endeavored to ascertain if the work performed by the 
women of the Corps justified the high opinion their zealous friends enter- 
tained for them and them labors. I have found that where a Post has a 
Corps as its auxiliary, it is the universal testimony that it contributed greatly 
to the advancement of our Order and is constantly ‘proving, by acts of 
loving kindness in aiding the poor, the sick and needy comrades, and the 
widows and orphans of those who are with us no more, that of all the 
blessings which have come to us as a Department, the greatest and best 
came in the formation of our auxiliary — the Woman’s Relief Corps. Words 
are entirely inadequate to express the appreciation with which the services 
of the ladies of the Corps are held in the hearts of the comrades. With sin- 
cere gratitude for what they have done for us in the past, let us bid them a 
loyal, hearty “God speed” for the future. 


SONS OF VETERANS. 


The National Encampment at Milwaukee adopted the following resolu- 
tion : — 


Resolved, By the Twenty-Third National Encampment of the Grand Army of 
the Republic, that the Order of Sons of Veterans, U. S. A., be, and it is hereby 
recognized as the Order of Sons of Veterans, and we bid them ‘* God Speed ”’ in their 
noble and patriotic work; and we recommend to all sons of ex-Union soldiers and 
sailors over the age of eighteen years, that they unite with that Order, so as to be pre- 
pared to take up and carry on the work of Fraternity, Charity and Loyalty, and the 
maintenance of the Federal Union, saved and preserved by their fathers. 


44 TWENTY-THIRD ANNUAL ENCAMPMENT 


Fully appreciating the loyal support this organization is giving to our 
Order, and realizing that the time must soon come when much of the work 
we now find to do must be committed to more youthful and vigorous hands, 
let us, comrades, most heartily concur in the action taken by the National 
Encampment; welcome so far as we may the aid and assistance tendered us 
by the Sons of Veterans; and in all-ways-encourage them in their labors and 
assist them in the upbuilding and maintenance of their order. 


I recommend that we heartily endorse the action of the National 
Encampment. 


FLAGS UPON SCHOOLHOUSES. 


No movement of recent date is more worthy of our heartiest approval 
than the effort being made by Grand Army Posts, and by citizens gen- 
erally, to place our National flag upon the schoolhouses in our cities and 
towns. . 


The flag of our country, the loved stars and stripes under whose folds 
the Union soldier fought and in whose defense he offered his life, should 
wave above every home of education in our land. It will be an object 
lesson in patriotism to the youth of this and coming generations; teaching 
them to be devoted and loyal to the institutions and principles of the goy- 
ernment, preserved to them by the men who loved the flag in trying hours, 
upheld it in years of desperate struggle and bequeathed it to their children 
unsullied — the emblem of a free and mighty people. 


I suggest that Posts be recommended to donate a flag to some school 
in their locality, to be raised every day during the school year. 


NATIONAL ENCAMPMENT FOR 1890. 


As you are all aware, the invitation of this Department extended the 
National Encampment at Milwaukee, to hold its session in the city of Boston 
in 1890, was most enthusiastically received and unanimously accepted. The 
expressions of kind, fraternal feeling, of admiration for our City, State and 
Department uttered by the comrades from every section of our country, were 
gratifying in the extreme, and proved to us that Massachusetts holds a place 
in the affections of our comrades, in all Departments of our Order. 


Immediately after returning from Milwaukee, a special meeting of the 
Council of Administration was called. At this and a subsequent special 
meeting measures were adopted whereby was formed a General Committee, 
consisting of 150 comrades and representative business men and citizens. 
This committee was called together, elected its officers, and from it special 
committees were formed, which have taken in charge the various details of 
preparation for the entertainment of our guests in August next. 
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It is a source of greatest gratification that our call tor co-operation was 
so readily responded to by the leading business men and citizens of our city 
and State, as well as by our comrades. | 

The list of committees, their composition and the work of preparation 
already performed, has been given you through the columns of the daily 
press, and I need not detain you with details here. We may congratulate 
ourselves upon having been able to secure the assistance of the gentlemen 
who have so kindly accepted positions upon the different committees, many 
of them at a considerable personal sacrifice. With their zealous and hearty 
co-operation and that of all our comrades, the successful outcome of our 
labors in caring for and entertaining our visiting comrades is not in doubt. 

I cannot depart from this subject without acknowledging our great in- 
debtedness to his Excellency Governor Brackett and his Honor Mayor 
Hart, both of whom, from the first mention of the matter to them, have 
expressed and always shown a willingness, in fact, the strongest desire, to 
co-operate and aid us with all the means at their command. Grateful and 
hearty acknowledgments are tendered for courtesies received at their hands. 


REPORTS. 


Your careful attention is invited to the reports of the various Depart- 
ment officers. From them you will learn much of the details and statistics 
of the year’s work. Complete and full of information as the reports are, 
they yet fail to tell the whole story of the labor performed by the officers 
during their term of service. 

Much careful thought and many hours of arduous work have been 
given to duty, the result of which these reports cannot tell. In our con- 
tinued prosperity must be recognized the zeal and devotion with which your 
officers have applied themselves to their respective duties. 

To Senior Vice Department Commander Innis, Junior Vice Depart- 
ment Commander Smith, to our incomparably efficient Assistant Adjutant- 
General Monroe, the Assistant Quartermaster-General Wallace and Judge- 
Advocate Bolster, —to Department Inspector Cook and Chief Mustering 
Officer Sampson, to all the members of the Elective Council and other De- 
partment officers, I am under greatest obligations for the faithful discharge 
of every duty. All council meetings, whether regular or special, have been 
very fully attended. In all our deliberations perfect harmony and good 
feeling have existed ; not a ripple of discord to mar the pleasure of our official 
relations. Fortunate indeed will be my successor and any future Depart- 
ment Commander who shall have associated with him, in his official family, 
comrades so devoted to their duties as have been those whom it has been my 
honor and pleasure to have as my counselors. I feel that I render but 
just meed of praise in saying this, and wish to express the hope that you,

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my comrades of the Department Encampment, will make as admirable selec- 
tions in your choice for Elective Council of Administration and other off- 
cers, who shall be the advisers of the Commander, as were selected for 
the year 1889. 

I would that I had the power of language to fittingly express to all my 
comrades, who have been officially associated with me during the year, my 
appreciation of the prompt and efficient manner in which each and every 
duty has been performed ; but words fail me, and I can only say from a very 
grateful heart, Comrades, I thank you for the service you have rendered 
our Department, and for the friendship and kindly consideration you have 
ever personally shown to me.

In closing my official relations and returning to the ranks, where I 
shall endeavor to be an earnest worker with you in the duties of comrade- 
ship, I tender my most sincere and grateful acknowledgements to my com- 
rades for the courtesy and forbearance they have shown me during the past

Comrades, we are to legislate during this Encampment for the welfare 
and prosperity of the Posts whose representatives we are. Let calm delib- 
eration and a heart-felt desire that the truest and best interests of our 
Order shall be served govern our thoughts and actions; and when we 
shall close our labors, may we each and all feel that a true fraternal spirit 
has actuated us in all our doings, and that we have done that which will 
enable our grand Department to maintain its position as among the best 
in our loved Grand Army of the Republic.

ton; Berkshire, No. 197, Pittsfield. 

It gives me pleasure to say that all of these Posts are valuable acquisi- 
tions. They are composed mainly of new members whose conservatism has 
kept them from heretofore joining the Grand Army of the Republic, and 
their character justifies the prediction that they will become valuable com- 
rades, and in their collective capacity constitute healthy and valuable Posts.

Iam of the opinion that some mode of rating Posts other than the 
present system should be devised. The terms “Excellent,” “Good,” “ Fair” 
and “ Poor” are extremely elastic, and as at present used, their application 
is subject to the habit of mind, the caprice, or it may be, the prejudice, of 
the Inspecting Officer. If retained, their application ought certainly to be 
determined by arbitrary rules. Instances are common where, during a 
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period of twelve months, Posts have passed from a rating of excellent to 
fair, and from good to poor, or vice versa. In some cases this has occurred 
when I believe there has been no material change in the character of the 
Post during that period. In each instance the Inspecting Officers may have 
been equally competent and conscientious, but in the one case a charitable 
and generous officer, and in the other a rigid disciplinarian and a martinet. 

It is clear to me that the correct method of ascertaining the relative 
condition of Posts is that of actual percentages. IJ am aware that there are 
differing opinions as to the practicability of the system. Iam of the opinion 
that it should be tried. It would of course necessitate carefully kept 
records of attendance and other data on the part of the Posts and the em- 
ployment of intelligent Inspecting Officers. Its advantage would be the 
impossibility of prejudice or favoritism, and hence exact justice to each 
Post, and as it would definitely determine the relative standing of the Posts 
it would lead to a healthy rivalry that would result in benefit to all. 

I take this opportunity to thank the Commander for the kindness and 
forbearance he has always shown me, and also to bear testimony to the 
energy, ability and devotion that have marked his official terms. His best 
efforts have been freely expended, and the imprint of his administration on 
the future of the Department will remain indelible for good, and honorable 
to him. 

I also acknowledge the wise counsel and kind assistance you have 
always cheerfully given me. I congratulate the Department in having in 
its service one who not only combines ability with faithful devotion, but 
whose every day life thoroughly exemplifies the great principles of fraternity. 

I also acknowledge the services of the Assistant Inspectors. They have 
performed their duties promptly and faithfully. I thank each one of them, 
and, congratulating myself on the many new and happy relations of friend- 
ship which have come to me during my term of office, and in the hope that 
you will continue with me, I am

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REPORT OF JUDGE-ADVOCATE. 





OFFICE OF JUDGE-ADVOCATE,

Comrade: —I have the honor to submit the following report of the 
operations of this Department, during the year I have served on the 
Department Staff. 

I have had the great pleasure of accompanying the Department Com- 
mander on his visit to a camp-fire at Hyde Park, and an installation of 
officers and a camp-fire at Lynn. At both places there was a large gathering 
of the comrades, and I doubt not every one enjoyed himself very much. I 
certainly did, and was much pleased to see the true fraternal spirit exhib- 
ited by all. 

I have had occasion, at the request of the Department Commander, to 
give six written opinions upon matters referred to me. I have been called 
upon to examine the proceedings, findings and sentence of one court- 
martial. I felt obliged to recommend that they should be set aside, as the 
records did not appear to be sufficient to warrant a sentence. I wish to add 
the suggestion that when a court-martial is held, the judge-advocate must 
take the greatest care to follow the requirements of the Rules and Regula- 
tions, and if nothing is found there to give light on the subject, then the 
law governing courts-martial in the army should be carefully consulted. 
No judgment and sentence can be made on a defective record. There is 
no presumption that the proceedings were right. The record must show 
that they were right, and that all proceedings were according to the Rules, 
Regulations and Law. 

The small number of matters referred to me speaks well for our noble 
Order. It shows that the comrades practise that spirit of Fraternity, 


Charity and Loyalty which should ever characterize the action of every 
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member of a society hike our own. There is one matter which I wish to 
mention, and which I think should be abandoned. A comrade has, or 
thinks he has, an aggrievance, that some comrade has done wrong, that the 
Commander has made a wrong ruling in the Post, or some other thing has 
been done different than he would do it, whereupon he sends a letter to the 
Department Commander, asking his opinion concerning the matter. Of 
course, this is entirely an ex parte statement, and ought not to be consid- 
ered, or an opinion given. If a matter is’ of sufficient consequence to be 
considered, it should take the proper form, and come through the proper 
channel to Department Headquarters. 

I wish to thank Commander Goodale for the great honor conferred 
upon me by an appointment on his Staff, and also to thank him and the 
members of his Staff for the uniform kindness and forbearance which they 
have extended to me on all occasions.

This custom cannot be too highly commended, as it not only aftords the com- 
rades an opportunity to hear patriotic and religious teaching, but it also fur- 
nishes an occasion for the instruction of the young in the principles of loyalty, 
and further it has a tendency to ally to the Grand Army the very best classes 
of our citizens. Toward no organization is the church so friendly and we do 
well to cultivate that friendship. 

The Chaplain would also recommend that in the observance of Memorial 
Day, the religious element be kept prominent, and that the Grand Army pre- 
sent a most earnest protest both by word and example against making the day 
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a time for holiday amusements. Let our feet walk softly as they bear flowers 
to the graves, but never on that day let them carry us to the halls of dancing 
and revelry. 

Our hairs are growing gray, our feet begin to falter ; behind us the record 
of devotion to country, about us the glorious peace and freedom won by 
loyalty in war;— before us, God knoweth, but may it be the grand shout of vic- 
tory voiced by that soldier of old— “I have fought a good fight, I have finished 
my course, I have kept the faith, henceforth there is laid up for me a crown of 
righteousness which the Lord the righteous judge shall give me at that day.”

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REPORT OF THE COUNCIL OF ADMINISTRATION. 


Boston, Feb. 1, 1890. 


Commander : —The Council of Administration find that, owing to the 
completeness of the reports of the several Department officers, they have but 
little of interest to present. 

There have been four regular and two special meetings of the Council, 
all of which have been fully attended. 

The first meeting, held March 25th, was called for the purpose of or- 
ganizing and laying out the work for the year. At this meeting the various 
questions and resolutions referred to the Council by the last Department En- 
campment were considered. The communication from Wilcox Post, No. 16, was 
referred to a committee of three, to act in conjunction with a committee 
from the Post. The resolution from Comrade Rollins, Post No. 15, in regard to 
the Rebellion Records, was referred to Department Commander Goodale, to 
communicate with proper authorities at Washington and State Departments. 
The motion of Comrade Fox, in regard to the appropriation for the 
soldiers, was also referred to the Department Commander. 

At the second meeting, held May 8th, the Council voted to send 
twenty-five dollars to Phil. Kearney Post, No. 10, Richmond, Va., to help 
defray the expense of decorating graves on Memorial Day. Commander 
Goodale reported that he had communicated with the Hon. Henry Cabot 
Lodge in regard to the appropriation for the Soldiers’ Home, and Mr. 
Lodge had informed him that it would be referred to the next Congress. 

At the meeting, held Aug. 14th, upon the request of Post No. 167, 
Whitinsville, the Council voted to change its name from “Jesse L. Reno” to 
“Rowse R. Clarke.” Commander Goodale reported that he had been unable 
to get any satisfactory information in regard to the records published by 
the Government, and asked to have the matter left until Congress 
assembled. | 

Sept. 11, a special meeting of the Council was called to devise ways and 
means for the entertainment of the National Encampment, they having 
accepted the invitation of the Department to hold their next annual session 
in the City of Boston. At this meeting a committee of five was appointed 
to bring in a list of fifty names for the approval of the Council, to act in con- 
junction with them as an Executive Committee. At a special meeting of the 
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Council, held Oct. 21st, the committee of the Council reported a list of names 
in accordance with a vote of the previous meeting. After some discussion the 
report was recommitted to the Committee of the Council, with full powers 
to act in the composition of the General Committee, both as to membership 
and numbers. : 

At the regular meeting of the Council, held Nov. 13th, the committee 
reported a list of names for the General Committee. It was voted to accept 
the report as a report of progress, and that the committee continue its work 
until the organization of the General Committee. At this meeting the 
circular relating to the Grant monument, from National Headquarters, was 
discussed, and it was voted that, in as much as the final disposition of the 
remains of General Grant had not been determined, the circular relating 
to the proposed National Monument be laid upon the table. 

The date for holding the Department Encampment was left to the 
Department Commander. 

We have, through a committee appointed for the purpose, carefully 
examined the books and accounts of the Assistant Adjutant-General and 
the Assistant Quartermaster-General, together with bills, vouchers, funds 
and supplies on hand, and can vouch for the correctness of their reports 
now in your hands. 

The Council desire to express their appreciation of the faithful and 
earnest work of our retiring Commander; also to thank the members of his 
staft for their ready assistance during the past year.

I. For information of comrades, the Acts and Resolves of interest to our 
organization passed at the last session of the Legislature are included in this Order. 

Particular attention is called to Chapters 298 and 395, and it is suggested that 
Posts take immediate action, looking to the appointment in each city and town of 
‘‘person or persons’’ under Section 1, Chap. 395. 


[CHAP. 298. ] 

AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE CITIES AND TOWNS TO FURNISH RELIEF TO SOLDIERS 
AND SAILORS AND THE WIDOWS OF SOLDIERS AND SAILORS WHO SERVED IN 
THE ARMY OR NAVY OF THE UNITED STATES DURING THE WAR OF THE 
REBELLION. 

Be it enacted, etc., as follows :— ; 

Sect. 1. Whenever any person who served in the army or navy of the United 
States in the war of the rebellion, and received an honorable discharge therefrom, 
and who has a legal settlement in a city or town in this Commonwealth, becomes 
from any cause, except his own criminal or wilful misconduct, poor, and entirely or 
in part unable to provide maintenance for himself, or whenever such a person has 
died and left a widow without proper means of support, such person or his widow 
shall be supported wholly or in part, as may be necessary, by the city or town in 
which they or either of them have a legal settlement. Such relief shall be furnished 
at the home of the beneficiary, or at such other place in the Commonwealth, other 
than an almshouse, as the mayor and aldermen of such city or the selectmen of such 
town may deem right and proper. 

Sect. 2. Cities and towns shall raise and appropriate money for the purpose of 
carrying out the provisions of this act. 

Sect. 8. Chapter four hundred and thirty-eight of the acts of the year eighteen 
hundred and eighty-eight is hereby repealed. 

Sect. 4. This act shall take effect upon its passage. [Approved May 3, 1889. ] 


[CHAP, 395]. 
AN ACT PROVIDING FOR THE BURIAL OF DECEASED, INDIGENT OR FRIENDLESS 
SOLDIERS, SAILORS OR MARINES OF THE LATE WAR. 
Be it enacted, etc., as follows :— 

Secor. 1. It shall be the duty of the mayor of each city and of the selectmen of 
each town of the Commonwealth to designate some suitable person or persons, who 
shall serve without compensation, and shall be other than the overseers of the poor 
or those employed by them, whose duty it shall be, under regulations established 
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by the commissioners of State or military aid, to cause to be properly interred 
the body of any honorably discharged soldier, sailor or marine who served in the 
army or navy of the United States during the late war who may hereafter die in such 
city or town without leaving sufficient means to defray funeral expenses. 

Sect. 2. The expense of such burial shall not exceed the sum of thirty-five 
dollars. Such burial shall not be made in any cemetery or burial ground used ex- 
clusively for the burial of the pauper dead or in that portion of any burial ground so 
used; and provided that in case relatives of the deceased, who are unable to bear the 
expense of burial, desire to conduct the funeral they may be allowed to do so and the 
expense shall be paid as herein provided. 

Sect. 3. One-half of all sums allowed and expended under Section 2 of this act, 
but with no expense for the disbursement of the same, shall be reimbursed from the 
treasury of the Commonwealth to the several cities and towns which have expended 
the same on or before the first day of December in the year next after such expen- 
diture. 

Secr. 4. This act shall take effect upon its passage. [Approved June 4, 1889. ] 


[CHAP. 9 | 


RESOLVE IN FAVOR OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE SOLDIERS’ HOME IN MASSA- 
CHUSETTS. 

Resolved, That there be allowed and paid out of the treasury of the Common- 
wealth to the trustees of the Soldiers’ Home in Massachusetts the sum of twenty 
thousand dollars, the same to be used towards the maintenance of a home for de- 
serving soldiers and sailors. [Approved February 19, 1889. | 


[CHAP. 38. | 
RESOLVE TO FURTHER AMEND CHAPTER FIFTY-THREE OF THE RESOLVES OF THE 

YEAR EIGHTEEN HUNDRED AND SIXTY-NINE, PROVIDING FOR TESTIMONIALS 

TO SOLDIERS AND SAILORS. 

Resolved, That the adjutant-general deliver testimonials provided for in the 
fifty-third chapter of the resolves of the year eighteen hundred and sixty-nine, to all 
soldiers and sailors who enlisted in the regular army and navy prior to April sixteenth 
in the year eighteen hundred and sixty-one, and who served not less than six months 
after said date and were honorably discharged, and who were citizens of Massachu- 
setts at the time of their enlistment. [Approved April 9, 1889. | 


i [CHAP. 60. ] 
RESOLVE PROVIDING FOR AN ADDITIONAL BUILDING AT THE SOLDIERS’ HOME 
IN MASSACHUSETTS. 

_ Resolved, That there be allowed and paid out of the treasury of the Common- 
wealth a sum not exceeding fifty thousand dollars, to be expended under the direction 
of the trustees of the Soldiers’ Home, at Chelsea, in the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts, for the purpose of building an addition to the present buildings at the Home, 
made necessary by the large increase of applicants for admission; provided, however, 
that said trustees shall cause the act of incorporation to be changed so that the 
Commonwealth shall be represented on the board of trustees by three members to be 
appointed by the governor with the approval of the council during the year eighteen 
hundred and eighty-nine, one for three years, one for two years and one for One year, 
and at the expiration of their respective terms, appointments shall be for a term of 
three years. [Approved April 9, 1889. ] 
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(CHAP. 5.]

Whereas, It appears by the report of the joint special committee of the general 
court of the year eighteen hundred and eighty-eight, on the subject of perfecting the 
records of officers and enlisted men who served in the army and navy during the war 
of the rebellion, that the two volumes entitled the ‘‘ Record of the Massachusetts 
Volunteers, 1861-1865,”’ published by the adjutant-general under authority of chapter 
ninety-eight of the resolves of the year eighteen hundred and sixty-six, are not 
sufficiently correct to be regarded as authority; and 


Whereas, Said volumes are and have been subject to frequent changes by the 
action of the war department and the adjutant-general’s office in order that errors, 
clerical and typographical, may be corrected; therefore 

Resolved, That the two volumes known as the ‘‘ Record of the Massachusetts 
Volunteers, 1861-1865,’’ and published by the adjutant-general, are hereby declared 
unofficial. 


Resolved, That the secretary of the Commonwealth be directed to send a copy of 
this resolve to James Holehouse, fomerly of Company D, seventh regiment, Massachu- 
setts volunteers, who is erroneously represented in one of said volumes as a deserter, 
and also to send a copy of this resolve to the commander of the department of 
Massachusetts, Grand Army of the Republic, that the information may be officially 
transmitted to the several Grand Army Posts. 


Resolved, That the adjutant-general be directed to notify the commander of the 
department of Massachusetts, Grand Army of the Republic, of any correction that 
may hereafter be made in said records, wherein any soldier or sailor has been, ,prior 
to such correction, erroneously reported as a deserter, and also to send a notice of 
such correction to the last known address of such soldier or sailor. [ Approved 
May 8, 1889. | 


RESOLUTIONS REQUESTING CONGRESS TO PASS A LAW GRANTING PENSIONS TO 
EVERY HONORABLY DISCHARGED UNION SOLDIER AND SAILOR WHO WAS 
CONFINED IN REBEL PRISONS. 


Resolved, That the Senate and House of Representatives of the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts, in General Court assembled, do most respectfully and earnestly 
urge upon the Congress of the United States the passage of a law whereby all 
honorably discharged Union soldiers and sailors of the late war, who were confined in 
rebel prisons, may have their names placed on the pension rolls of the United States, 
for not less than twelve dollars per month, and that they receive the sum of two 
dollars per day for the time they were so’imprisoned. 


Resolved, That copies of these resolutions be transmitted to the presiding officers 
of both houses of Congress and to the Senators and Representatives in Congress from 
this Commonwealth. 

In Senate, adopted April 11, 1889. 

In House of Representatives, adopted in concurrence, April 15, 1889.
